The Apaches are in the liabit of making, 


aboul once a yeai, a grand visit to the Zitui In- 
dians, for'the purpose of trade aii3 Calk";"lo 
heai and tell stories; occ.nionally, to get wives, 
or see a sweetheart secretly. This visit to the 
Zulus is an event in the Apache calendar—like 
a journey to some renowned city or great nat- 
ural wonder—and for it they make much prep- 
aration. Their horses are fattened in advance 
until their coats arc glossy and sleek, and they 
arc tiaincd daily, like racers for the race-track, 
with the utmost calf. Each Indian strives to 
make the greatest impression on liis Zuni 
friends, by the quality of his horse, Ins fleet- 


u and strength, the splendor of Ins trappings, 


and thi! magnificence of his lider, as well as 
by the value and beauty of the ptesents he car- 
ries wilh him. 


The trappings of a single horse sometimes 


have the value of hundreds of dollars. 
If tiipy 


can obtain them, by theft ot purchase, they 
have the richest Mexican saddles embossed 
with silver, and sometimes even set with gems, 
their bridles of tlie finest wrought leather, re- 
splendent with silver ornaments, and all the 
adornments which the Mexican, in his luxuri- 
ous taste, lavishes upon a favorite horse. 


A li;ilf-do/.en horses are sometimes killed in 


the training, before _onc is found ol sufficient 
bottom and tleetncss to satisfy the fastidious 
savage. The hoise is shod with rawlikle, and 
many extra pairs of shoes are carried along, 
lest the hoofs of the favorite should become 
tender before the horne-journey. The Indian 
himself drosses in the best style I hat Ins circum- 
stances will pei mil. He wears the gaiments of 
any nation, or of any class of Me\icans or 
Americans that he may have iccently robbed 
and muideied on the^lughways of travel. 
The 


Mexican garb, nith pants o]ien at the sides and 
garnished with silver bells, pleases him the best; 
but, if all else fail, a red or gray shirt taken 
from a murdered soldier will do, iu addition to 
his national costume of paint and the tfit'Jt- 
lactth (waistcloth, worn around the loitis),'_ 
which constitutes their only raiment in warm 
weat her. 


Every body in tlie encampment manifests 


the greatest interest in the intended expedition. 
Nothing else is talked about. They no longer 
speak of the yenie (the generic term applied to 
all civilized people, their hereditary enemies); 
noon* goes out to sec'whether there Is a dis- 
tant cloud of dust—the sign of an immigrant 
train ; all interest is lost in deer, antelopes, wild 
luiki;y», or l>ears : they udkrof Znnis only-^-of 
•vhat pieients they shall Lake, what articles o( 
barter, what presents they piobably-will get in 
t e t u i n , etc. 
A list oi the atticles tlesiied is 


talked over until it is impossible to foigct it. 
An Apache, however, never forgets wli.it his 
wife, 01 sisler, or swectheait, ;md especially bis 
mothei, tells him to do. He first icineinbers 
ami obeys the latter. 


There 
is no duty inttic binding on the 


Apai he wamol,or more willingly pi'lfonned, 
than th.il of pleasing and providing ior his 
mother. The longest lii'ij does not release him 
from the duty of obedience and respect to hci. 
For her all else must give place—she takes the 
piecedence of all other relations—her wants 
aie paiamount to those ol self, or wife, orchiKl. 
If she commands it, even an enemy \i sp.uei! 
for the time, though when she is out of sight 
vengeance again takes its course. These bloody

and remorseless savages possess singular vii- 
tues., iu contrast wilh their extreme cruelties. 


At length, the long-looked-for morning of de- 


parture arnves. The day bus, hardly dawned 
bi'foie the encampment is all awake, and out of 
its lodgfis. 
Old and young, women and chil- 


dren, arc standing around, and all talking. 
The children are playing all soils of pranks, to 
catch the last glance of the defiirtiiig braves : 
they run foot-races, play leap-frog, stand on 
their heads. All is miitli and hilaiity. All 
prophesy success and a speedy return. 
They 


supply themselves with an abundance of the 
choicest provisions, such as dried meals, wlipatcn 
bread, and sweet-cakes made of flour and sngai. 
The wheat is of their own raising, as they of- 
ten grow large crops in various places remole 
from their dwellings; and it is ground into' 
flour by their women, in the same mode used 
bv the Mexicans. They carry, on thisjourney, 
no water or beverage, but only gourd-cups to 
drink from; also, no one accompanies tliem u 
pait of the way and then comes back, as in 
their hunting and marauding 
expeditions. 


They take extra hoises for presents to. their 
Znni friends, am! others for barter. 
They 


also take with them presents and goods for ex- 
change : Mexican saddles and bridles, finely 
wrought lomillos (lomillo is the croupe'r-'cloth 
or boar-skin attached to the saddle behind), (ar- 
M<u of excellent make, and splendid scrapes 
Sallilleros—a kind of blanket, in which are 
interwoven gold and silver threads, so flue and 
soft, that one can be put in the coat-pocket. 
These scrapes are made in the city of Sail illo, 
Mexico, and bought or stolen by the Apaches 
in theii forays. 


Tln-yalso take with them fine swords and 


ciiiiously wiought javelins and daggeis, which 
have been stolen fiom Mexico, or stripped from 
travelers. In short, all curious or remarkable 
things, for which they have no use tliemsclves, 
they carry to their »3Stlictic fi lends, the Zunis, 
who have boundless tastes for articles of luxury 
and ornamentation. 
Finally, having applied 


tlio last touches of paint to Iheir faces, until 
they arc so masked that their friends will hard- 
ly recognize them, the joui ney begins; first al 
a gallop, amid shouts and cheers, and, alter 
they are out of sight, slackening to a slow pace, 
and making the pilgrimage iu an easy, leisure- 
ly manner, resting at every spot where there 
is good grass for their horses. 


The distance from the place occupied by the 


Apaches to the Zuiii villages is about three hun- 
dred miles, ovei a country diversified with 
mounlains. low hills, bioad valleys, and some 
desert spots. One conies suddenly upon an 
isUnd of trees, in the midst of a plain or val 
ley verdant with waving grass. Again, a nar-" 
row licit of colton-n ood and willows, winding 
along for miles, indicates the place of a water- 
course, which, however, contains running: wa- 
ter only during the lainy months of the year. 
'A lull of green''willows and rtishes inl'ertnin- 
gled with flowering grasses, marks the site of a 
spring Aw down on tlie mountain-side. Around 
these verdant places the painted savages gather, 
and while one runs to the nearest umineiice to 
keep a lookout against a surprise from some 
lurking foe, the olliers^lclher their horses in the 
grass, and then throw themselves on the,ground 
for a liniment's sleep. The more restless young 


men practice shooting arrows at small game, or 
engage in a game of cards with a well-worn 
pack, saved from the sack of an immigrant's 
baggage, or putchiised in the town of Cliihua- 
Ima. In tliis manner the five or six days' 
journey is passed. Whe.'i within a few mile-s 
ot tlie '/MM villages, a final halt is made. 
The 


horses aie fen and rubbed ; the gallants paint 
themselves anew ; packs are seen to ; presents 
are talked over and arranged in the most at- 
tractive mannei. 
Now comes the full-dress 


charge of this barbaric ruvalcadc. Their long, 
plaited hair streaming iu the wind as tliey gal- 
lop in full career toward the entiauce to the 
Zuni towns; their plumes and gay coloredscr- 
apes, jingling spurs, and the gaiuly trappings of 
Uwlr glistening steads, with the crowds ofZunis 
running to meet them, and shouting their wel- 
come after an absence of a year; the lofty 
mountains of the Sierra Madre in tlie" near rdi*- 
tance; the quaint, immemorial architecture of 
the Zuni buildings, and their strange occupants 
—sole remnant of tlie ancient races who lived 
in the Golden Age of centmies past—all unite 
in making a paiioiama, which for natural, 
scenic splendor is laiely surpassed. 


The Apaches now dismount, and mingle with 


their hereditary fi lends—friends with whom, for 
a thousand years, they have never biokcn faith ; 
and who, in their linn, through the ages have 
been friendly with the Apaches. 
Their lan- 


guage being the same, differing only in accent, 
intonation, and cadence, they understand each 
other without difficulty. 
Tlie Zuni, or Apache, 


language is very flexible and swace, and may at' 
some time have been the Court language of 
tlie ancient races. 
It in often us expressive 


of fine shades of distil c.ion as even the Greek 
itself. 
It ptcsoives—in the adyta of its \\on- 


deiful ladicnls—the tiailition.il duality of the. 
human race : its dual, as well as singular and 
plural, forms of speech. 


Groups of Apaches and Zunis may now be 


seen in different places in front of the houses, 
and in the public places undei the trees. Meat 
is biouglit, and bread with wild fruits is spread 
in profusion before tlie hungry guests. Tiie chil- 
dren gal hei round to see Hie painted strangers, 
and the beautiful liorses, with their gaudy 
trappings. After the eating, which is always in 
tlie moi ning (that being the time the Apaches 
scloct for entering the Zuni city), the packs are 
opened and presents distiibiited with giave so- 
lemnity to the principal men of the city ; foi 
tlio Zuni have high and low, rich and poor. 
They have Judges and Justices of the Peace, 
as well as a soil of High-court of Appeal, in 
winch nil questions of equity are settled ; they 
have also Policemen and officers like our Con- 
stables, to ancst offenders and bring them be- 
fore the Judges. To these men of influence 
presents are given, without any definite expec- 
tation of an equivalent. If the Zunis give 
presents it) return, it is well; if -not, the 
Apaches are equally well satisfied. If the Zuni 
presents are more or less in value, it is all the 
same: no questions are asked, no remarks 
made either to friends or to oacli other. 


Next comes the trading. This is carried 0:1 


with much spirit, and with mutual concessions. 
When it is over, botli parties are satisfied : they 
never accuse each other of cheating or aUempt- 


; to chi'.'ut, and there is no manifestation of 


anger on either side.. It is not uncommon for 
them to decide a question of value by a wagei. 
Tiie Apache anil tlie Zuni agreo that the one 
who can run and jump a longer distance at a 
single leap, shall have the puce lie lias asked. 
In such wagers the Apache is almost always 
the winner, owing (o liis gicatei agility from 
long training, its well as fiom the diH'eieuce iu 
modes of life. 


It sometimes happens that an Apache be- 


comes stricken with one of the Zuni b'eauties. 
In that ease, if the woman is unm.inied, unen- 
gaged, and willing to marry him, the atrange- 
rneiitof details nith the Zuni chiefs is not im- 
possible. The Apaelie names tlie nuinbei of 
horses, or the amount and kind of other goods, 
he will give fur tlie damsel; and, if tlio patii- 
aiclis are willing, she returns with her hus- 
band. If it should afterwatd happen that she 
is treated cruelly, or that he neglects her, then 
by the terms ot tlie contract she is free, and 
may return unmolested to the home of her an- 
•cestors, who receive her back with tendei ness 
and love. It is, howevei, very rare that a wo- 
man ever leaves her Apache husband. Even 
Mexican female prisoners, who have become 
wives and mothers, would not accept of liberty, 
were it offered to them. Jose Memlivil, who 
nnvrates these things, says that he has seen 
many of them refuse to escape when it was 
pel fectly easy. He lias known them, while in 
the neighborhood of Mexican towns, when all 
the Indians were away hunting, to refuse to 
walk into tho towns and ask protection, prefer- 


thc depths of the forest, wliose dim paths only 
they and tlie wild beasts have ever known. 
Streams are passed like dry land, even while 
tire horse and rider are famishing with thirst: 
they dare not stop and taste, lest their terrible 
energy forone moment should diminish. On— 
on—thunder Iliese wanderers, looking not to 
right not to led, but ever onward towards the 
turrets and domes of those distant mountains, 
in wliose shaded vales their swarthy wives and 
kindred are watching for their return. 


And now the savages tako a few hours of 


sleep while theirliorses are grazing; again they 
mount, and for a few leagues ride slowly ; then 
is heard a yell and a scream that echo among 
tlie hills, and away they dash in full career. 
The pebbles and stones fly behind them, the 
piains sweep loniul 
them as tlie horizon 


aionnda flying train, and the mountains echo 
with their -screams.- Tlieie horses are spotted 
with foam, like waves in a storm; their nos- 
trils are wide and red as blood : if they should 
halt now, they could never start again. One 
more hill, and one more plain, and the curling 
smoke of their lodge-fires will be seen against 
the distant sky. But what is that thick cloud 
of dust coming directly toward them ? Higher 
and higher it rises ; now the line of hoi-semen 
can be seen, rising and falling like a far-off 
balk on the waves; nearer the coming horse- 
men speed, but the home-bound Apaches stop 
not, nor turn to right or left: they ride, as if 
to tlie chargn, right into the faces of the ap- 
proaching band. 
They had seen and recog- 


ni/.ed each other long ago; their keen vision 
discerned tlie rideis as friends when first they 
rose, a faint black line, on the hoirzon. They, 
too, are Apaches from the camp, mounted on 
fresh horses, and come to meet their friends lor 
fifty miles, well knowing their reckless speed, 
and that their horses will drop dead if no; ex- 
changed at the end of the race. All cast them- 
selves from their panting steeds, as if by word 
of command ; and sooner than it can be told, 
horses are exchanged, tha tired ones released 
from their loads and driven at speed in advance, 
while on they go toward the distant smoke in 
tlie aisles of the hills. At last appear the well- 
known paths; and now old men, women, and 
children are seen giouped among the lodges of 
the tribe.

the fields. This pleases theii women, and, il 
no husband lias letnrned witli a Zuui wife, all 
aie happy. 


The piesents—of inestimable value to the 


Indians—are distributed as impartially as pos- 
sible. Soon may be seen Apache women c 
in the shell trinkets and the gaudy sashes of 
the Zulus. Savages walk pioudly folded in the 
splendidly colored 
blankets of the 
friendly 


dwellers in the walled towns, although but In- 
dians like themselves. Thus a day or two is 
passed, and then all return to the usual routine 
of hunting, eating, starving, feasting, stealing, 
and passing life a-wuy iji.aavagt> iiuliilei%uce.
